Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-8, filed 7/16/2008 with respect to claims 1, 11, 18, 
and 28 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior arts rejection under 
U.S.C. 103(a) of claims 1, 1 1, 18, and 28 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

• Claims 1-37 are allowable over prior art of record. 

• The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited prior art 
Japan Paten No. 05167850A to Oikawa teaches a method for applying and comparing a 
predetermined memory pattern with a graphic pattern and wherein US Patent No. 
6333998 to Matsumoto teaches a method for converting a multi-level digital image to bi- 
level image of black and white pixels using pseudo-halftone conversion method and 
wherein the resulting bi-level image may include a discontinuous line that was previously 
a fine line in the multilevel digital image, but the cited prior arts of record fail to teach 
and/or suggest " identifying a srid of pixels having a predetermined pattern of pixel 
values, the predetermined pattern optimized to minimize scattering of toner on a media 
caused by ventilation of gas and water vapor " and in combinations of other features as 
cited in independent claims 1, 11, 18, and 28.
